Re-writing Sunspot History...and Writing Its Future

A folksy colloquialism —“things aren’t always what they’re cracked up to be’— came to solar weather last 
month in more ways than one. Three articles relating to past, current, and future sunspot counts piqued atten- 
tion regarding where we've been and are heading with DXing. 


First, let's look at what passed as the past. In case you missed it, effective July 1, 2015, the International Sun- 
spot count (http://sidc.be/silso/nome) was retroactively restated to lower sunspot counts after 1947 by about 
18% to remove bias after a new counting method started in 1947. As shown in the graph below, this restate- 
ment results in solar cycle peaks since 1950 noticeably lower than previously reported (the original sunspot 
number peaks since 1950 shown in red, the unchanged past and restated values in purple.) The restatement 
gave current Cycle 24 the weakest sunspot peak since 1908 when radio technology was in its infancy. 


These restatements do not 

change the facts there were a 
some spectacular propagation — Original Sunspot Number /0.6 — New Sunspot Number } 
conditions in the 1980’s and 

1990’s when 10 and 15-meters 

were indeed open all night. 


Next up: sunspots’ present and 
near-future. NOAA (National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric Ad- 
ministration) recently issued its 
sunspot forecast through 2020 
using the new International 
Sunspot data (see bottom).. 


What a surprise: NOAA pre- 
dicts the next solar cycle mini- 
mum in 2019 will have monthly 
averages of 10 sunspots (using 
a 13-month smoothed moving 
average.) The last solar cycle 
minimum in 2008-2009 had 260 
days with zero sunspots.

Now for the really controversial sunspot forecast extending into the 2030-2040 period. A British scientist 
created a stir last month after presenting a paper at a notable astronomical conference forecasting a Maunder 
Minimum that merges Cycle 25 with Cycle 26 during the 2030's into the 2040’s—and with drastic effects. 


First, it’s important to note this scientific presentation is not fully “peer-reviewed.” As such, it is just theory 
from a research team at University of Northhumbria in Newcastle upon Tyne, England. Representative articles 
about this group’s theory, which also forecasted a “mini Ice Age,” can be found in British newspapers such as:

But here’s the key take: Professor Valentina Zharkova forecast that two magnetic waves of solar fluids (one 
emanating from the Sun’s deep interior and the other from nearer the surface) will both peak at the same time 
during Cycle 26—but in opposite hemispheres of the Sun. By effectively canceling each other, this results in 
no sunspots and—with less heat generated from the solar surface—cooling on Earth. Normally, both sets of 
waves operate together in phase to produce sunspots and “space weather”. But the professor believes a tim- 
ing difference will re- 

sult in the waves be-

News Update from VP8STI and VP8SGI South Sandwich and 
South Georgia Islands DXpedition: Funds Still Needed 


Press release issued July 15, 2015 


“The Intrepid DX Group is pleased to announce that all of our plans are moving forward very well. We are 
testing and re-testing our gear one last time before it goes into a container next week and makes its voyage 
to meet the RV Braveheart in New Zealand. 


This will be a “Pure DX” event. We have assembled a team of World-Class experienced operators, including 
two DX Hall of Fame members. We are not doing any mountain climbing, creature collection or software 
development. Our focus is on getting you in our logs! 


At this time, we wish to announce that we are adding 6 meters as well as 60 meters to our plans. We will 
make a solid effort to be QRV and to give out contacts on these bands as well as 10-160 meters. 

We wish to clarify our operating strategy: We will be QRV on 6-160 meters with six stations and we invite 
you to work us on all bands and modes. We will also select a band that is propagating for the most hours of 
the day, and we will be QRV on that band for the duration of our activity. This is a means to increase the 
number of unique call signs in our logs and to give everyone a chance to work us. We will be looking to 
give ATNO contacts at every opportunity.

Memories of the “Ditto” and Mimeograph Machines: 60 Years
